His 
index record is fniiid to be brief 
and factual: Arts '39 to '41; trained 
with McGill University Contingent 
C.O.T.C.; joined the Canadian Arm- 
oured Corps as a lieutenant: at- 
tached to the 29th Rccnnnnissanrc 
Rcpimcnt iSnuth Albcrt;ii; Oct. 
1944— frrvins on the western froiii; 
Nov. II, 1044— reported killed in 
action on the western front.

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Common Bond 

This week sees the inauguration of the first 
of tiie usual series of drives held on this campus 
every year. Plans for all of these campaigns 
arc by now fairly complete, so that students 
may, if they take the trouble, get a rough idea 
of the projects to which they will be asked to 
contribute. ' 

The Amalgamated Charities Drive begin- 
ning today is the only one not sponsored by 
the Students' War Council. This is only na- 
tural, for the money collected during this cam- 
paign goes to the Montreal community, and 
is the result of a civilian effort not directly 
connected with the war. 

The other four or five drives, sponsored by 
the War Council, arc the Red Cross, Interna- 
tional Students' Service, Savc-a-Child, Blood 
Donors, and Mile of Pennies Campaigns. The 
proceeds from all of these go to some purpose 
arising out of the war, and very little if any 
of the money collected is to benefit people 
in Canada. 

Under the heading of Red Cross Drive will 
come the Red Cross Concert; this then is not 
a drive for donation only. As for the Blood 
Donors, plasma, not dollars, is the objective. 
The Amalgamated Charities remains therefore 
as one of two or three of this session's direct 
demands upon the student's pocketbook. 

In times long since past, college students 
were the logical people to approach on behalf 
of a charity, for did they not represent quite 
accurately the well-to-do upper strata of so- 
ciety? Today, though many of us would not 
be here without the active assistance of our 
families, only a minority can be said to have 
money to burn. But that ver>' fact establishes 
a tighter bond between us and the needy peo- 
ple of this community whom we would help. 
Any kind of money will fill a charity's treas- 
ury, but the only dollar-bill that carries a real 
spirit of citizenship is the one which could 
have been used for something else worthwhile. 
Among the things worthwhile it is just as legiti- 
mate to include a concert-ticket as it is to list 
an extra loose-leaf folder. It should be just as 
easy to sacrifice the one as the other, for 
though they may mean something worthwhile 
to us, they mean the fulfilment of a necessity 
to the indigent and homeless, the aged and in- 
firm, whose condition Amalgamated Charities 
helps to alleviate. 

- We await the day when charity will be a 
thing of the past; when charity with all its 
humiliating implications will have made place 
for the social security measures now planned. 
Of course, as long as there is someone in need 
somewhere in the world there will always be 
some kind-hearted organizations to raise money 
or other active aid for them. But at present we 
hope to sec the day when no citizen of this 
country will have to accept assistance, if the 
fai^jt lies not -within him, from any but the 
public treasury constituted in recognition of 
the needy aa fellow-cUizens, not as objecta for 
the exercise of benevolence stimulated by pub- 
licity. 

Let our contribution be given in such a 
spirit that it would be acceptable to us were 
we crippled or sick or blind. Let it be indica- 
tive of. pur common bond of pitizens^ip..

"I shall do all In my power to 
stem the rising tide of juvenile 
delinquency" said Frank Sinatra, 
America's Idolized singer in an ex- 
clusive interview given to The 
Daily after appearing to 13,000 per- 
sons in the Forum last night. 

Mr. Sinatra stated that he was 
recently in conference with Vice- 
President Wallace and Supreme 
Court Justice Murphy when he was 
asked to use his influence on 
America's youth in order that some 
check might be made on the ap- 
parent trend towards delinquency. 
Mr. Sinatra stated that he had re- 
cently set up machinery in Hew 
York such that he might award 
scholarships to deserving musically- 
minded American youth. In a 
message to McGill atudents he said 
that in the few years since he had 
left college, the outlook of the 
young peopla had been consider- 
ably changed. 

Although they still keep their 
youthful pastimes — their records 
and cokes, they have their serious 
sides that never existed in the 
minds of the young people of his 
college days. He illustrated bis 
statement by adding that the young 



people of America had made an 

all-out war effort — giving up prec- 
lous time to work In war factories. 
This attitude he greatly upholds 
and strongly insists that these 
young Americans should be en- 
couraged In their views. 

On an Improvised stage at the 
North end of the building, beauti- 
fully decorated with green and with 
the flags of tie ^United Nations 
forming a background, Mr. Sinatra 
appeared to his anxious audience. 
Conducting the 50-piecc orchestra 
which provided the accompaniment 
was Axel Stordahl whom Mr. Sin- 
atra described as one of the young- 
est and greatest present day Amer- 
ican conductors. "I owe a great deal 
of my success to him." said the 
Voice upon Introducing him to the 
crowd. 

Interviewed against a back- 
ground of swooning sounds coming 
from 8 crowd of excited adoles- 
cents, Frank Sinatra disclaimed 
credit for the exhibitionism that 
has greeted him in a score of cities. 
He sang the song "Don't Blame 
Me" in humorous retort to the ob- 
vious question. "I wish Crosby

would get some of the swoons", he 
suggested magnamously. 

Asked about his reception in 
Montreal he said that It was ma- 
gnificent, praised Canadian hospi- 
tality and hoped that he could ap- 
pear here again. i^ij^ii^

Movie Reviews 



AT LOEWS 

Another tear-jcrking emotional feature, with 
many compensations in the superb acting, the ex 
cellent musical background by Max Stelner, and 
the good dialogue and direction, is showing this 
week at this theatre. "Since You Went Away", pro- 
duced by David O. Sclzlnck, who also wrote the 
screen play, with Its stereotype characters of 
Claudette Colbert, Joseph Gotten, Jennifer Jones, 
Monty Wooley, Robert Walker, and Shirley Temple, 
has an outstanding redeeming feature in its well- 
handled common-place dialogue. Were it not for 
the continual heaping of emotion upon emotion, 
for its obvious propaganda features of sacrifices for 
the war, for ils emotional tension that may tend 
to exert hysteria In so many who arc suffering 
the suspense of those words "missing in action", 
this picture would be one of the best presentations 
of the year. 

Claudette Colbert, portraying the waiting wife, 
handles the part capably, but her interpretation of 
the emotions which she suffered sounded forced 
and insincere. Joseph Gotten, the old family friend 
and past lover of Miss Colbert, carries on perhaps 
the most natural conversations of the performance 
in the standard Gotten manner. Jennifer Jones has 
a difficult part to play, for the majority of the 
tear-jerking hysteria of the picture is given to her. 
To her, however, with Robert Walker, is also given 
the opportunity to portray youth in love, and they 
present this in excellent good taste and with all 
the beauty and sincerity that belong to this cmo> 
tion. 

Shirley Temple has proven that she hai capabil- 
ities beyond those of a charming and spoilt child, 
lor her performance borders on the completely na- 
tural and unaffected. Monty Wooley is his charac- 
teristic self, presenting all the aUrlbutes of the out- 
standing actors of the world. Every detail of his 
speeches shows care and perfection, and even the 
simple phrase "thank you" cannot go unnoticed. 

Two patriotic mediums arc introduced and hand- 
led beautifully ... two brief interludes of master 
dramatics. The first is the performance of Lionel 
Barrymore as a minister, where once again we are 
forced to admit the truth of the Barrymore acting 
genius; and the second is the performance of a 
minor character who portrays a refugee woman 
who meets aaudette Colbert in a shipyard, and 
explains to her for what America stands to the peo- 
ple of Europe. It is a minor part worthy of an 
Academy Award. 

The length of this picture (almost three hours) 
is also to be mentioned, for too often pictures leave 
one with a feeling of incompleteness. This does 
not Only in a picture of this length can charac- 
ters be truly presented and a story 'given com- 
pleteness. It leaves one with a feeling of well- 
rounded satisfaction.— D. E. W.

SAD COftDIENTARY 
The Editor, McGill Daily. 

Sir.— The Editorial on "The Vi- 
gilantes" is worthwhile reading for 
all those interested In the problem 
of racial discrimination on this 
Campus. In spite of all the Im 
pressivc phrases used by the Chair 
man of yesterday's meeting of the 
Student Society to describe the 
power and rc.nl effective nature of 
the student government, it actually 
'has no direct power in any issue of 
real importance, and at best can 
only interpret and register' student 
opinion. If it can do this in such 
a way as to obtain favorable con 
sideration of the particular prob- 
lem by the senate, then we may 
hope for some progress. 

On the other hand, tlic present 
student government has shown de 
finite signs (these were partie 
ularly obvious at the meeting of 
the Student's Society) of "pussy 
footing", and of being so afraid o 
the omninou.s authority of the Sen 
ate that they hesitate to take < 
firm stand for what they believe 
to be right 

The President of the Student'^ 
Council, and by virtue of this of- 
fice also Chairman of the meeting 
of the Student's Society, could be 
accused of being an obstructionist 
as a result of his attitude at the 
meeting yesterday. He e|idcavourcd 
on several excuses to prevent the 
expression of majority student 
opinion (at least the majority of 
those interested enough to attend). 
Finally, as the hour drew late and 
people were beginning to crave 
food, he suggested that all might go 
except those who were Interested 
In discussing the formation of the 
committee. (This committee was to 
implement the previously passed 
resolutions, and without it the re- 
solutions are worthless). Shortly 
after the majority present had left 
the hall, he adjourned the meeting 
on the grounds that a quorum was 
no longer present. There was heat- 
ed opposition to this, but he per- 
sisted. No doubt he still considers 
that he was justified in this. What 
do YOU think? 

This morning I picked up ' the 
Daily expecting to find some letters 
regarding the above situation, and 
racial tolerance in general.

Ja%x Comes to Town 

Montreal saw Us first concert of 
Improvised music a month ago; to- 
night 'Jam Session" reappears at 
His Majesty's and with its coming 
a marked interest has been noticed 
locally in what swing musicians re- 
fer to as 'the real jazz.' 

Possibly the most interesting fact 
that can be said about the musi- 
cians that are to appear tonight is 
that all of them arc what Is com- 
monly knoum in jazz circles as 
musicians' musicians, meaning that 
they have never played commercial 
music In regularly organized dance 
bands, where their style would be 
restricted to playing arrangements 
which make it impossible to inter- 
pret true jazz. 

Among living clarinetists Peewcc 
Russell, who plays his Instrument 
at tonight's session, is considered 
by the jazz musicians of Fifty-Sec- 
ond Street, New Orleans and Chi- 
cago as one of the leading and most 
sincere exponents of hot music. 
Russell, who has never attained the 
fame or fortune of a Goodman or a 
Shaw, has always been associated 
with small groups of Jazzmen where 
ho was free and unhampered by ar- 
rangements so as to play as he 
pleased. Thus he has been able to 
express himself musically in a man- 
ner as creative as interpretative. 

Herein lies the essence of true 
jazz. . . . Jazz differentiates itself 
from classical, or even popular 
dance music by the fact that the 
melody is purely secondary. The 
performer using the melody as a 
basis will spontaneously create 
phrases and melodic structures of 
his own design and if he Is possess- 
ed with imagination and a true 
feeling for his medium he will ho 
producing music of far greater ar- 
tistic value than merely Interpret- 
ing some popular ballad as written 
by the composer which will enjoy 
but a limited popularity. 

Competent jazz musicians such as 
Russell will give the average listen- 
er, unaccustomed to jazz, the Im- 
pression that his tone Is weak or 
"rough" compared to a

The problem of wartime marriages is amusingly 
dealt with in the film. "The Impatient Years", star- 
ring Jean Arthur, Lee Bowman, and Charles Coburn.

F. A. C. Scrimger, medical officer, 
14th Battalion: on the afternoon of 
the 25th of April. 1915, in the 
icigbourhood of Ypres, when in 
charge of an advanced dressing sta- 
on in some farm'^ulldings which 
ere being heavily shelled by the 
enemy, he directed, under heavy 
fire, the removal of wounded and 
himself carried a severely 
'oundcd officer out of a stable in 
search of a place of greater safety. 
When he was unable alone to carry 
this officer further, he remained 
with him under fire till help could 
be obtained. Capt. Scrimger, during 
10 very heavy fighting between the 
12nd and the 25th of April display- 
ed continuously, day and night tiic 
greatest devotion to his duty among 
the wounded at the front'". He died 
in Montreal on February 17, 1937. 

"Lance-Corporul Fredrick Fisher, 
13th battalion: On the 23rd of April, 
1DI5. in tlic neighbourhood of St. 
Julien, he went for\vard with the 
machine gun of which he was in 
charge, under heavy fire, and most 
gallantly assisted in covering tlic 
retreat of a battery, losing four men 
of his gun team. Later, after ob- 
taining four more men, he went 
forward again to the firing line 
and was himself killed while bring- 
ng his machine gun into auction, 
under very heavy fire, in order to 
cover the advance of supports."
